When the boys on Madison Avenue put their collective minds to ой. they can in really get the job 
done. (Like electing a President, f'rinstance!) And so, after having their collective arms 
twisted for so long by various Civil Rights Groups, they finally came up with “Tokenism,” a poli- 
cy which reluctantly acknowledged that Black People did, indeed, exist, and should be represent- 
ed in ads.
